THE UBA80NH FOR THE LAW 
Kentucky is spending annual¬ 
ly the enormous sum of over 
$3,000,000 for rural education 
practically without supervision. 
There are 9,401 rural teachers 
in tbe service of the State, 1,441 
of whom are beginners, and each 
one conducting bis school in his 
own way. Fifty-two cents out 
of every dollar of Stale taxes go 
to public education: tbe school 
fund has increased over $1,000,* 
000 in eight years; the salaries 
of rural teachers have increased 
until they average $48 60 per 
month, cr $2 10 larger than tne 
average of salaries of city teach¬ 
ers; and yet, in spite of the 
heavy tax on the people and the 
Urge increase in teachers’ sal¬ 
aries, the rural schools are f»ll- 
ing farther and father behind a* 
compare/1 to city achools. What 
is the'cause? Clearly one of the 
causes, if not tbe chief cause, is 
a lack of competent direction of 
supervision of the rural schools, 
Experience in all the varied 
act vities of human li*e has 
shown conclusively thatany con¬ 
siderable number of persons en¬ 
gaged in a given work must be 
supervise^ clcsely if tbe best re¬ 
sults or even fair results are to 
be obtained.

Press them with a moderately warm ’ 
Iron on the wrong side, with a piece 
jf paper or muslin between the wool¬ 
en and the Iron. 

Scorched linen may be whitened by 
wetting the spot and letting it lie 
axposed to the sun. 

Rust stains may be removed by lem¬ 
on Jtloe and salt left exposed to tLe 
sun's rays. Sometimes obstinate spots 
at long standing may have to be treat¬ 
ed several times, but patience will re¬ 
move them. 

Washing Fluid.—Take two ounces of 
salts of tartar and powdered borax, a 
gallon of boiling water an,] a half pint 
of ammonia, after the fluid ia cold, a 
can of potash. To use—Soak the 
clothes In cold water, then put Into 
a boiler a half cup of the liquid with 
sufficient aoap dissolved In it and 
boll the clothes a half hour, take out
